Chic a go Stoc k Yards Are 
75 Years Old We dne s da y 


Chicago, Ju ne 27 (ZP) — Sev ­ 
enty -fiv e y ears ago tomorrow 
night there was born an idea 
that produ ced the world’s big­ 
gest bu tcher shop, the Chicago 
Stock Yards. 
Members of the Packers Asso­ 
ciation sat arou nd a table in the 
old Tremont hou se that night 
and decided there ou ght to be a 
consolidated stock y ard condu ct­ 
ed by one joint stock company . 
It was done, bu t ev en those 
foresighted pioneers of Packing- 
town cou ldn’t hav e dreamed that 
in the ensu ing three-qu arters of 
a centu ry a grand total of 880,- 
000,000 head of liv estock worth 
more than $21,000,000,000 wou ld 
be sold on their market. 
On Ju ne 28, 1864, there were 
fou r y ards, dev eloped u nder im­ 
petu s of heav y Civ il war liv e­ 


stock traffic, and prices v aried 
from 25 to 50 cents between 
y ards. Drov ers and packers be­ 
liev ed a consolidated y ard wou ld 
stabilize prices. 
Within a month after the Tre­ 
mont hou se meeting, the rail­ 
roads formu lated a plan for fi­ 
nancing the Union Stock Yard. 
On Feb. 13,1865, the Union Stock 
Yard and Transit company was 
chartered by the state, the y ard 
was bu ilt on its present site, then 
a marshy tract ju st ou tside the 
city ’s sou thern bou ndary , and 
opened for bu siness Christmas 
Day , 1865. 
Receipts totaled 1,564,293 head 
v alu ed at $4 2,7 65,24 1 du ring the 
y ard’s first fu ll y ear’s operation, 
1866. Last y ear receipts were 
8,97 0,4 24 head, v alu ed at $256,- 
616,7 63.

The prisoners had no gu ns bu t 
were armed with bu tcher kniv es 
with which they had threatened 
Mrs. Joiner’s life. 
Mrs. Joiner had been seized at 
10:4 0 a. rn. and it was shortly 
after I p. rn. when she was res­ 
cu ed. 
The prisoners inv olv ed were 
Richard Sweet, 26, sentenced to 
a life term Mn Parke cou nty in 
1935, Alphonse Sku szwich, 20, 
serv ing concu rrently two life 
sentences, and sentences of IO to 
25 and 2 to 14 y ears imposed in 
St. Joseph cou nty in 1936, and 
Leroy Hu nt, also sentenced from 
St. Joseph cou nty to serv e ten 
y ears for robbery . 
Sweet and Sku szwich were the 
most seriou sly wou nded, Warden 
Dowd said. 
Mrs. Joiner was tou ring the 
prison with other welfare work­ 
ers when she was seized by the 
conv icts who took her to the 
prisop phy sician’s office and 
from there by telephone de­ 
manded of the warden that they 
be fu rnished with gu ns and a 
getaway car, threatening death 
to their captiv e u nless their de­ 
mands were met.

he did liv e, g rew rap idly , an d 
so o n came to hav e a g reat m an ­ 
sio n o f 4 8 ro o ms. While he is 
still a bo y in m an y resp ects, y et 
n o fig u re in all the wo rld co m­ 
m an ds as mu ch resp ect to day as 
do es he.” 
The sp eaker p aid hig h tribu te 
to the 56 men who sig n ed the 
Declaratio n 
o f 
In dep en den ce. 
“They were men o f hig h charac­ 
ter, lo fty p u rp o ses, an d su blime 
co u rag e,” he co n tin u ed; “wide, 
p ractical, 
liberty -lo v in g . 
They 
kn ew tha t it m ean t a lo n g , hard 
stru g g le, with u n to ld su fferin g 
an d sacrifice; y et they jested 
when they sig n ed tha t g reat do c­ 
u m en t o f freedo m. In all the 
lo n g lin e o f American hero es who 
hav e help ed to make o u r histo ry 
g lo rio u s n o n e ho ld a hig her p lace 
in the affectio n s o f the Ameri­ 
can p eo p le than tho se 56 men 
who p ledg ed their liv es, their fo r­ 
tu n es, an d their sacred ho n o r in 
su p p o rt o f the famo u s Declara­ 
tio n . As the g reat Webster said 
o f two o f their n u mber, Adams 
an d Jefferso n , so may it be tru ly 
said o f all: 
‘Their bo dies are 
bu ried in p eace, their n am es liv - 
eth ev ermo re.’ ” 
The sp eaker then discu ssed the 
Declaratio n o f In dep en den ce o r 
“Un cle Sam ’s birth certificate.” 
He referred to it as “a fin e p iece 
o f literatu re, beau tifu l, simp le, 
stro n g , co mp lete, g reatest o f all 
the series o f g reat charters o f 
hu m an rig hts. It is rem arkable 
fo r w hat it co n tain s — the state­ 
ly p reamble, the fo rcefu l recital 
o f self-ev iden t tru ths co n cern in g 
m an an d g o v ern men t; the sev ere 
in dictm en t ag ain st the En g lish 
kin g an d g o v ern men t; an d lastly , 
the bo ld declaratio n o f freedo m 
an d abso lu tio n o f alleg ian ce.” In 
makin g a p resen t-day ap p lica­ 
tio n o f the self-ev iden t tru ths 
the sp eaker said in p art: 
“So me u n thin kin g p eo p le to ­ 


day say tha t Jefferso n ’s decla­ 
ratio n s reg ardin g freedo m are 
o bso lete; tha t p o p u lar g o v ern -« 
m en t fo r which Lin co ln p lead' 
has already p erished fro m the 
earth; tha t demo cracy is dead. 
This is n o t tru e. Jefferso n sta t­ 
ed it co rrectly in the Declara­ 
tio n o f In dep en den ce. Liberty is

in bo rn , it is in stin ctiv e, it is o n e 
o f the u n alien able rig hts o f m an . 
An d becau se liberty is in destru ct­ 
ible, demo cracy , wn ich is the 
hig hest fo rm o f liberty , is like­ 
wise in destru ctible. 
If histo ry 
p ro v es an y thin g mo re decisiv ely 
than an y o ther, it is tha t m an 
by his n atu re is destin ed to be 
free, an d that whatev er in ter­ 
feres with tha t freedo m m u st be 
u ltim ately o v erthro wn o r de­ 
stro y ed. Eg y p t, Chaldea, Persia, 
Carthag e den ied this do ctrin e o f 
hu m an liberty , an d to day the 
an tiq u ary dig s an d disp u tes amid 
the ru in s o f tho se civ ilizatio n s. 
Su ch has been the fate o f ev ery 
n atio n tha t has attem p ted to 
cru sh hu m an liberty , an d the ty ­ 
ran t n atio n s o f to day will be n o 
ex cep tio n to the ru le. The Wo rld 
W ar destro y ed o n e o f the last 
barriers to hu m an liberty , the 
div in e rig ht o f kin g s. It may 
take an o ther war to destro y its 
su ccesso r, the div in e rig ht o f dic­ 
tato rs; bu t the dictato rs will su f­ 
fer the same fate as the kin g s.” 
In discu ssin g the resu lts o f the 
Declaratio n o f In dep en den ce, the 
sp eaker said, “It didn ’t brin g v ic- 


to ry a t o n ce, bu t it assu red it. 
It sev ered all p o litical co n n ectio n 
with En g lan d an d lau n ched a 
n ew n atio n . It m arked the be­ 
g in n in g o f o u r n atio n al era. Lib­ 
erty dates fro m Ju ly 4 , 1776 — 
n o t fro m Yo rkto wn in 1781 o r the 
Treaty o f 1783 . An d when the o ld 
Liberty Bell ran g o u t an d was 
an swered by the sho u ts o f the 
p eo p le g athered in the streets 
belo w, it m ean t tha t in decisio n 
an d co mp ro mise had p assed; 
tha t the bridg es were bu rn ed an d 
all retreat was cu t o ff. Fro m that 
day each lo y al co lo n ist tu rn ed 
his face reso lu tely to ward v ic­ 
to ry . No t o n ly did the Declara­ 
tio n brin g freedo m to o u r o wn 
belo v ed lan d, bu t it has also 
bro u g ht lig ht an d liberty to man y 
o therv lan ds. It in sp ired Nap o l­ 
eo n in Fran ce, Garibaldi in Italy , 
Ko ssu th in Hu n g ary , Simo n Bo ­ 
liv ar in So u th America. It has 
thro w n its g leams o f lig ht in to 
Tu rkey , Ru ssia, Chin a. It has in ­ 
sp ired p atrio ts ev ery where an d 
has p o in ted co u n tless millio n s 
fro m the shado ws o f ty ran n y to 
the shin in g lig ht o f freedo m.” 
The sp eaker clo sed his address 
with a discu ssio n o f the Ameri­ 
ca o f to day an d its o u tstan din g 
g reatn ess. “We are so o n to cele­ 
brate o u r Un cle Sam ’s birthday ,” 
he said. “A birthday m ean s g ifts. 
W hat g ifts hav e we fo r o u r Un cle 
Sam? Ou r serv ice, o u r wo rk, o u r 
lo y alty , o u r faith, o u r dev o tio n 
— these sho u ld be amo n g o u r 
g ifts o n this g lad day . As we 
see the dictato rship s o f the wo rld 
seekin g to p lu n der an d destro y 
the demo cracies, let u s n o t lu ll 
o u rselv es in to the false belief 
tha t the trag edy tha t has co me 
to Eu ro p e can n ev er co me to 
America. It n o t o n ly can co me, 
bu t it will co me u n less we as 
American s sho w a v ital in terest 
in o u r g o v ern men t an d its free 
in stitu tio n s, an d u n less we hav e 
a firm desire to p reserv e the 
p riceless 
heritag e 
which 
has 
co me to u s fro m battlefields o f 
u n dy in g g lo ry . May we o n each 
su cceedin g Ju ly 4 hear ag ain 
with in creasin g distin ctn ess tha t 
o n e clear call o f p erso n al dedi­ 
catio n to w hat the g reat Lin co ln 
called ‘the u n fin ished wo rk,* in 
o rder tha t this ‘g o v ern men t o f 
the p eo p le, by the p eo p le, an d 
fo r the p eo p le shall n o t p erish 
fro m the earth.’ ”

Once in awh ile th ere is a rev iv al o f inflatio nary 
talk in W ash ingto n wh ich h as so me effect o n th e 
m arkets. So metimes co mmo n sto cks and co m­ 
mo dity prices are pu sh ed u p tempo rarily by ru ­ 
mo rs o f inflatio n. At o th er times th e talk sends 
th e price o f go v ernment bo nds do wn tem po r­ 
arily . Th e latest go ssip o f th is kind came fro m 
th e natio nal capital recently wh en it was re­ 
po rted th a t th ere was a pro po sal in co ngress led 
by Senato r Th o mas o f Oklah o ma fo r pu tting o u t 
$2,000,000,000 wo rth o f additio nal cu rrency as 
an ex perim ental attem pt tg rev iv e co mmo dity 
prices, and th at th ere was a plan in New Deal 
circles fo r so me “ex tra-bu dgetary financing” to 
be u sed in ano th er big spending campaign.

It is said th at wh en 
th e su ppo rters o f Senato r Th o m as’ idea met to 
discu ss it th ere were less th an a do zen o f th em 
in nu mber. Th is is h ardly representatio n eno u gh 
to cau se any ex citement. It indicates th at mo st 
statesm en are still co nv inced th at printing mo re 
mo ney is no t th e way to rev iv e pro sperity . As a 
m atter o f fact th e banks are fu ll o f mo ney no w — 
th ere is twice as mu ch per capita as th e am o u nt 
William J. Bry an adv o cated in free silv er day s. 
Bu t th e mo ney isn’t mo v ing. W h at we need is no t 
mo re mo ney bu t mo re co nfidence in th e fu tu re o f 
bu siness and in th e go v ernm ent’s pro gram. If 
co nfidence co u ld be tu rned o ff printing presses 
as rapidly as greenbacks th en we co u ld indeed 
so lv e th e depressio n. 
Of co u rse, th e sch eme, fo r grandio se spending 
to prime th e pu mp is so meth ing else again. It 
h as better pro spect o f su cceeding becau se th e 
1940 Presidential campaign is ju st aro u nd th e 
co rner. 
Bu t since th e banks are already fu ll o f mo ney , 
and th e ex trav agant spending pro gram h as been 
tried and h as failed, wo u ldn’t it be a go o d idea 
to try so meth ing else? So meth ing so u nd and 
sensible, fo r ex ample.
